After a number of emails requesting assistance in resolving the problem with transients 
that have established permanent residence in front of our building, we feel that our 
problem will remain a problem for a long long time. Add to that problem is the presence 
of a group of four male individuals (two whites and two blacks) hanging out almost 
everyday, daytime or nighttime, in front of our building, eating, smoking, drinking and 
leaving their trash on our lawn, sidewalk and the street. We believe they were somehow 
encouraged and influenced by the presence of that tent next to our building. A couple of 
days ago, | called 911 to ask to check out two of them sitting in front of our gate 
blocking entry to residents who felt threatened and called me to report them. | saw a 
patrol car come by and | saw one of them talk to the officer in the car. After that, 
everything seems normal and they went back to what they were doing. The other night | 
found the road leading to our building was blocked by patrol cars. | was allowed through 
by the officers and then | noticed that one of the female transients was talking to the 
officers and at the end of the road a guy was being questioned by two officers. | could 
only guess that the transients called 911 to report a guy bothering them. | cannot be 
certain if this guy was one of the four individuals | mentioned earlier but the point is we 
are affected by the presence of these transients and hangers on giving us uneasy 
feeling and fear when coming in and out of our apartment building. Let me add that 
these transients keep an unleashed dog which is another threat to the safety of our 
building residents. And | maintain our suspicion that these transients maybe involved in 
something illegal using our address as front. 
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So please, Dan, we would very much appreciate any action that can be taken the 
soonest possible time to keep us safe in our own residence.

I already approached the same people 
for help in sourcing needed materials (cacti, soil and lava rocks) should we get approval for this 
project. We propose either a triangular garden similar to the one on Bronson Ave. which means 
part of the concrete will be cut off, or you (the city or the appropriate department) provide us 
with a huge triangular box or planter with soil and lava rocks and we will take care of the cacti 
plants.

Mr. Mayor/Gentlemen: 
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We are writing to your good office to bring to your attention this nagging problem 
with transient(s) living in a tent in front of our apartment building. Please see 
attached photo. It has been there for almost two months now and most recently we 
saw human waste on our walkway leading to our gate. In the morning, you see a 
lot of trash on the street and sidewalk left by people hanging around the area. 
Sometime this week a tagger spray-painted our garage door (refer to attached 
photo). Yesterday, I confronted a would-be tagger (photo attached), spray paint in 
hand, before he was able to carry out his intended plan. All these are somehow 
encouraged or influenced by that permanent encampment next to our 

building. This is really getting out of hand and putting us in great danger 
everyday. As the manager of the apartment building, I have been receiving 
numerous complaints from residents expressing dismay and frustration directed to 
the building management for not doing anything about it. I don’t expect them to 
believe when we tell them that we have been calling and reporting this matter to 
the city government when they see no evidence of any action being taken. I really 
can’t blame them because it has been affecting us in such a way that we no longer 
feel safe in our neighborhood. Our building residents, especially women, are 
fearful of entering our building alone at night thinking someone might just come 
out from behind and assault them. The tent is there 24/7 and we see no attempt in 
evicting the occupant(s) during the day despite numerous times we reported it to 
MyLA311 except a reply notifying us that the case has been resolved. What 
happened to the ban on erecting tents on the sidewalk during daytime hours? If we 
park our cars illegally on the street, we get cited and pay a fine. Why are the 
occupants of these tents treated differently when they violate the ban mentioned 
above? Do they get a citation or made to pay a fine for such violation? It seems to 
us that the police are powerless in getting these people and their tent removed. 


We chose to move into our apartment building because of the Hollywood effect 
and also knowing that the city government will do everything to make this part of 
the city the biggest draw for tourists. Transients may be tolerated but to establish 
permanent residence on the side of the road in full view of all visitors from the 
freeway, I don’t know how the city government can allow it. Keeping it 
unchecked will only make matters worse. If no action is taken now, we expect the 
number of tents to grow in the immediate future. It has been happening now on 
Carlos Avenue, our cross street. It used to be just one tent then came two or more 
tents. The last thing we need is a tent city next to where we live. So please help us 
keep Hollywood the place every tourist would like to see during their visit.
